The matter of the proposed park 
in front of the town was brought 
before the attention of the Council 
by a letter read from the secretary 
of the Board of Trade, stating that 
the Board was heartily in favor of 
the proposed scheme, and urging 
the Council to push it ahead with 
all possible speed. 

Mayor Lambert said he thought 
the Council were in favor of the 
proposed park, but they would have 
to get some more information before 
they could frame a bylaw for the 
approval of the ratepayers. The 
present Council had nothing in 
writing as to the C.P.R.’s proposal, 
and the matter had been handled in 
the past by the Board of Trade.

THE WATER SCHEME 
A letter was read from Mr. J. S. 
Dennis, head of the Natural Re- 


sources Dept. C.P.R., in reply to 
one written by the Council, atating 
that all the land around McAllister 
Lake had been sold by the Com- 
pahy, and for that reason jt would 
be a difficult matter to prevent it 
from contamination, and that was 
an important ‘objection to that 
scheme. The Company would be 
prepared to take water for the De- 
monstration Farm and the Irriga- 
tion buildings, provided the supply 
was of a satisfactory nature. 

The consensus of opinion of the 
Council was that the risk of con- 
tamination from the shore would be 
verv real, owing to the tacts stated 
in the letter, and it would be better 
to resume consideration of the two 
well schemes reported on by the en- 
gineers. One scheme would entail 
the erection of the power plant on 
block 20, near the C.P.R.’s old 
headquarters, and in the other the 
wells would be sunk at the east end 
of the proposed park. 

It was agreed to instruct the 
secretary to ask what facilities 
would be given for the putting in of 
a spur track to serve a pumping 
Station at either end of the town, 
and also about the ground neces- 
Sary. 

THE NEW COURTROOM 

It was agreed io give the chair- 
man of Public Works Committee 
power to get furnishings for the 
new courtroom, 

SIDEWALKS 

Mayor Lambert said that there 
had been a number of complaints 
from citizens regarding sidewalks 
in the town, It had been the in- 
tention of the Council to put in side- 
walks this year, but the waterworks 
scheme was going to cost a lot of 
money, 

Councillor McCulloch said that it 
was absolutely necessary tnat there 
should be more sidewalks in the 
town. The citizens had been ask- 
ing for them and it was the duty 
ot the Council to get a bylaw draft- 
ed providing for them, and let the 
people yote on it. If the people 
wanted them they were entitled to 
get them. Councillor Clemens 
spoke in similar strain, 

It was finally left to the Public 
Works committee to draw up a 
scheme of sidewalks for the town, 
and get an approximate idea of the 
cost, so that a bylaw could be put 
before the people at the earliest op- 
portunity, 

Several other questions, such as 
automatic fire alarms, purchase of 
lot by the Council, etc., were 
brought up before the adjournmeat 
of the meeting,

Werth Growing if Only For ite Effect 
on Dairy Cows. 

While the rea! food value of turnips 
is considered sumewhat low, they are 
wonderful uppetizers, especially for 
dairy cows, aot only toning up their | 


systems, Lut increasing the flow of 
apilk 
Theu there are several tempting 


disbes for the table that can be formed 
from turnips, and by storing a goodly 
suppiy of thea fur winter their use 
will save considerable of the higher 
priced products, both around the feed 
stalls and table, 

Turnips for winter steruge should 
hot be sown till in July, from the 10th 
to the 2uth, or evco a few days later 
will vot be too lute, Where they are 
sown earlier than this the Lot weather 
causes them to become strong and, 
pithy, but if sown as above stated 
they mature when the weather is cool- 
er, which greatly enhances their flavor, 
gives them # firm, solid flesh and adds 
to their keeping qualities. 

A rich, sundy loam or fresh sod 
soll is best adapted to turnip raising 
and they muy be sown either broad- 
cast or drilled. If sown broadcast it 
may be done just before a shower, and 
there will then be no vecessity for | 
covering the seed, as the raindrops 
will do the work better, a light cover- 
ing being all that is required. If the | 
seeds are drilled one can arrange 80 — 
the plants may be cultivated by band, 
the rows being placed about eighteen 
Inches apart. T’ut In plenty of seed 
at the time of drilling aud thin out the 
plants when they come up till they! 
are from three to four inches apart, 
thus giving them ampde room to grow. 
—Homestead. 


Rape Seed For Hogs.

Lord Haldan: ames a Lew For

Lord Haldane of Cloan ie a man of 
1 ay activities, and his iatest role 
In other words 
his lordship has drafted a bili design- 
ed to erable us more effectively to 
put sak on the spy’s tail than has 
hitherto been possible 

It is called the “Official Secrets 
Bill,’ and its sub-title is “an Act to 
re-enact the Offi. al Secrets Act, 1539, 
with Amendments.”

Perhaps the most important pro- 
vision in the bill is that which de- 
clares that it is necessary in order

ths accused and he must be proved 


| guilty of « is particular act or offence. 


Hitberto spies may have been 
known to the authorit.es as such, but 
the difficulty has been tne necessity 


| of proving an actual act of espionage 


against tnem. Lord Haldane proposes 


| iv alter thus. 


Section 2, clause 1, of the bi.l reads 
as follows: 

“On a precaution under this section 
it saail not be necessary w show that 
tne accused person was guilty of any 
parcusar act lending to s \ a pur 
pose prejudic.*] w tne saiety or in 
leresis of the siate, and notwithstand- 
jag that no such act is proved 
against him, he may be convicted af, 
from the circumstances of the case, 
vt his conduct, it appears that his 
purpose was prejud-cial tu the sacely 
uf interests of the state.’ 

The same clause further provides 
that if an unauthor.z-d person ob- 
tains possess.on of an officia. secret it 
is nol necessary tu prove tuat he in 
tended to use it agaiist the state.

In every 
case, it is almost necessary to deal 
individually with the facts as pre- 
sented, and yet there are a few gen- 
eral principles that may be observed 
to advantage. There is no question 
of a doubt but that the getting in

Where land was plowed 
spring 1911, we are inclined to think 
that a double or treble discing will 
put the surtace in sufficient shape 
for seeding. The discing will also 
have the advantage of cutting or 
breaking up the stubble, so that 
there will not be as much hindrance 
to seed drills. On the other hand, 
where the land has not been plowed 
during 1911, we would doubt the 
advisability of simply discing tor a 
seed bed. In all probability, land 
that has lain two years will have a 
considerable amount of and| 
in addition to this, fields so handled 
are very apt to turn out extremely 
weedy. Where no plowing has 
been done during 1911, we would 
recommend backsetting and follow- 
ing the plows immediately with the 
discs or harrows so as to preserve 
an earth mulch, and hence retain 
moisture. In all cases, we would| 
strongly recommend that the pack- 
er follow the seed drill. 

There is still the condition to be 
considered of land that was only! 
broken, and perhaps cropped, dur- 
ing 1gtt. In cases of this kind} 
where the breaking had been done 
tairly early, we would think that a 
double discing this spring might be 
sufficient. The land will in all pro- 
bability be tairly clean, and satisfac- 
tory results might be looked for. | 
For land that had been broken very | 
late in the season, nothing else will 
be possible than perhaps a double 
discing to prepare the seed bed, 
Where backsetting is done during 
this spring, we already mentioned 
the tact that either the harrow or!

‘It will be remembered that the 
CPR are offering the follwing hand- 
some cash prizes for the best to 
acre stand of Alfalfa seeded spring 


1912. The prizes are as follows:— 
First prize $250.00 
Second ‘ 200.00 
Third * 150.00 
Fourth ‘ 100.00 
Fifth ‘ 50.00 


This competition was announced 
last year, and something like 150 
farmers have signified their inten- 
tion of planting 10 actes and com- 
peting for the prize. It was also 
announced by the CPR that they 
would secure the very best seed ob- 
tainable, and would receive and 
distribute same free of charge to 
those competing. 

The seed has now arrived at the 
Demonstration Farm, and it has oc- 
cured to us that many farmers 
would like to receive shipment of 
same before the spring work com- 
mences. If there are those who de- 
sire this, we should be pleased to 
know as we could send out the seed 
at any time. 

The Alfalfa seed is costing the 
Company 24c laid down in Strath- 
more, but realizing the scarcity of 
cash this year, they have put down 
the price to 15c per lb, However, 
this reduced price must be cash, and 
in all cases cash must accompany 
the order for seed. 

We shall be pleased to receive or- 
ders at any time for seed, and shall 
have it shipped as promptly as pos- 
sible. 

It will also be remembered that 
the CPR Demonstration Farm, 
Strathmore, is intending to plow up 
an acre of their Alfalfa which has 
been growing successfully for inoc- 
ulating purposes and distribute it to 
the various 
from which point the farmers will 
be able to obtain same. 

Will all those who made applica- 
tion tor seed last fall, kindy send a 
postcard or note to the undersigned 
with reference to the amount of soil 
for inoculating purposes which they 
will require. We would recommend 
from 200 to 300 lbs, per acre. The 
judging will take place later on in 
the season, and will likely be done 
by experts in the handling of Alfal- 
fa. From time to time we intend 
to publish short articles dealing with 
the seeding and caring of Alfalfa 
during the first year. 

Inspeaking of the value of Alfalfa, 
and Alfalfa land, Professor W. H. 
Fairfield of the Lethbridge Demon- 
stration Station makes the following 
statement:— 

“IT have yours of the :3th. In 
regard to the price of Alfalfa land 
in the vicinity of Lethbridge I may 
say that I know of no land seeded 
down to Alfalfa in the viciaity of 
Lethbridge that can be bought as 
low as $85.00 per acre.
